Flags were flying yesterday at Wind- 
sor in honor of the relief of Lady- 
smith, but there was no official con- 
firmation of the news at midnight, al- 
though it was expected every hour that 
Roberts's strategy had cleared the road 
for Buller’'s advance. It had rendered 
Dutch concentration in the Free State 
unfavorable, and rear guards had been 
left behind to keep Buller back as 
long as possible. One man's genius 
has clecred the situation at Kimberley 
and Natal in a single fortnight. Press 
dispatches relating to Robe@is's run- 
ning fight with Cronje'’s forces aré 
coming in slowly. The large casualty 
list of officers shows that the Highland 
and Kelly-Kenny's brigades and also 
the brigade formerly with OUatacre 
have been heavily engaged, and it is 
probable that the three divisions, with 
the cavalry, have overtaken the enemy, 
whose strength is estimated all the 
way from 3000 to 8000. 

There was skirmishing Friday and 
Saturday, and stiff fighting Sunday. It 
is believed here that a portion, if not 
the bulk, of Cronje’s forces has been 
surrounded by three divisions and the 
cavalry but-that the Dutch are hold- 
ing their ground in the hope that re- 
inforcements may come either from 
Colesberg or Natal. Dispatches from 
several correspondents indicate that 
the rear-guard action was carried on 
from Klip Drift to Koodoosrand, which 
is twenty-five miles south of Boshof 
and sixty miles north of Fauersmith.

NEW YORK, Feb} 21.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Walparaiso, Chill, 
says that there are pérsistent and un- 
confirmed rumors #f alleged alii- 
ance between Peru, Bolivia and Ar- 
gentina against Chili, based on arms 
recently purchased for Bolivia and 
Peru. Chilian ministers to Bolivia and 
Peru, it is said, have sent to the gov- 
ernment important communicationa 
along this line. 

It is said that Peru desires by this 
reported alliance to regain the prov- 
inces of Tacna and Arica, which are 
held by Chili pending the payment of 
$10,000,000 by the nation, of which the 
inhabitants of the two provinces de- 
sire to become citizens. According to 
the peace treaty between Chili and 


Peru, a plebiscite of Tacna and Arica.

BATES’S EXPEDITION MARKS 
CLOSE OF OPERATIONS 
Police System to Be Organized 
Maintain Order and Punish Guer- 
rillas—New Commission Will Estab- 
lish Civil Governments Throughout 
the Archipelago. 


{[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—According 
to ithformation received at the War 
Department from Manila, at the end 
of the present expedition of Gen. Bates 
into the two provinces at the extreme 
southern part of the Island of Luzon, 
military operations in the Philippines 
will close. Afterward, it is stated, 
there is nothing to do but to undertake 
to maintain order through a police sys- 
tem. Attention is now being given to 
that subject, and steps are being taken 
to form a thoroughly mobile, lightly- 
armed gendarmerie, something like the 
Canadian mounted police, to cover the 
islands at all points and conserve the 
energies of the regular troops. 

The arrest of a Tagal on the charge 
of being a guerrilla, as reported from 
Manila yesterday, it is said at the de- 
partment, marked the initiation of an- 
other policy toward the insurgents who 
still remain under arms. As the sum- 
mary punishment of guerrillas cannot 
be had until some action has been taken 
to declare the termination of the appli- 
eation of the rules of war, it is as- 
sumed at the War Department that 
Gen. Otis has already issued some kind 
of a proclamation or notice to the na- 
tives warning them that if they defy 
the rules of war and pursue predatory 
warfare they will be treated as guer- 
rillas when captured.. 

The President is devoting special at- 
tention to the formation of the new 
Philippine Commission, acting on the 
advice that the army has reached the 
end of its functions in the islands, and 
that the time is ripe for the establish- 
ment of civil government throughout 
the archipelago. It is hoped that the 
personnel can be completed before the 
end of next week. It appears that Mr.

WASHINGTON AN EXPANSIONIST. 

“It is not a matter of surprise that 
Washington was an expansionist. As 
late as the period of his Presidency 
two stages and a dozen horees were 
sufficient to transport all the traveters 
and merchandise carried by land be- 
tween New York and Boston—then the 
two great commercial centers of the 
country. The cost of a bushel of -wheat 
or a bag of cotton was doubled by 
transporting it a hundred miles. The 
original cost of imported articles was 
enhanced three-fold when sold 200 
miles from their port of entry. Wash- 
ington, the Surveyor, knew not only 
the measure, but the value of terri- 
tory: Washington, the American, cov- 
eted everything for Americans; Waeh- 
ingtoh, the Soldier. had no fear of 
foreign interference; Washington, the 
Stateeman, foresaw the destiny of the 
nation: Washington, the Patriot, be- 
queathed to future generations the in- 
spiration of his lofty ideals on the eub- 
ject of American expansion. 

“In 1778 Washington tried. to bring 
about the union of Canada with the 
American colonies, saying ‘If Canada 
is not with us, it may be at least a 
troublesome, if not a dangerous, neigh- 
bor to us.’ the campaign under- 
taken by Col. Clarke for the acquisition 
of the Northwest Territory and the 
reduction of the British military out- 
post of Detroit, he gave his earnest 
assistance and support, appreciating, 
as his letters show, the immense com- 
mercial and political advantages to be 
derived from such an acquisition. 
When subsequently difficulties arose 
among the settlers of this territory, 
he declared against permitting any set- 
tlements to be made by hostile foreign- 
ers, asserting that ‘force should be met 
by force;:’ thus showing himself as ag- 
gressive in preserving as in acquiring 
territory. The principles at that time 
set forth by Washington are embodied 
in the patriotic settlement of the pres- 
ent hour. When the Philippine insur- 
gents fired on the American flag they 
put every loyal American on guard to

terms. Again, writing to Lafayette, 
he says: ‘We are placed among the 
nations of the earth, and have a char- 
acter to establisf. The honor, power 
and true interest of. this country must 

measureg by a continental scale, 
and every @4e@parture therefrom weak- 
ens the nation and may ultimately 


break the bond that holds us to- 
gether.’ 
“Washington at the time of his 


death had planned an extensive sys- 
tem of internal improvements, by 
which the products of the northwest 
might be brought to the seaboard, and 
a line of communication and trade 
opened with points in the Northwest, 
and particularly with Detroit, fearing 
that without these means of communi- 
cation the West might be separated 
from the East, and throw its fortunes 
the colony to obtain 
ree access to the n through 

“His admonitions to avoid entangling 
alliances were for the purpose of se- 
curing after the revolutionary war a 
much-needed period of external tran- 
quillity in order that these interna] im- 
provements might be projected. These 
admonitions were by no means incon- 
sistent with hfs many efforts in the ‘di- 
rection of territorial expansion, for he 
said ‘if this country can remain in 
peace twenty years longer, Such in all 
probability will be its population, 
riches and resources as to bid defiance 
to any earthly power whatsoever.’ At 
another time he said: ‘If we remain 
one people under efficient government, 
the period is not far off when we may 
choose peace or war, as our interegts— 
guided by justice—shall counsel.’ And 
again he said: “There will surely come 
a day when this country wil! -have 
some weight in the ‘le of emptre.’ 
Then he recommended a strong army 
and a strong navy, urging that ‘to be 
prepared for war is one of the most 
effectual means of preserving peace,’ 
adding, ‘There is a rank due to the 
United States among the natfons of 
the world which will be withhe!d, if 
not absolutely lost, by the reputation 
for weakness.’ 

“The treaty of alliance between the 
United States and France, drawn and 
ratified in the days of Washington, 
contained the following ciause: ‘If the. 
United States should think fit to at- 
tempt the reduction of the British 
power remaining in the northern parts 
of America or the islands ‘of the Ber- 
mudas, those countries or islands, in 
case of success, shall be confederate: 
with or dependent upon the. said 
United States.’ 

“At the time of Washington's death 
the western boundary of the United 
States was the Mississippi River: to- 
day it is the coast of China. Then our 
northern boundary was the great lakes; 
today it extends beyond the Arctic cir- 
cle. Then the southern boundary was 
the State of Louisiana; today it is the 
Caribbean Sea. Then the combined re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the national 
government were sixteen millions of 
dollars; now they are fifteen hundred 
millions of dollars. The journey fron 
New York to Michigan then consumed 
thirty days; today it is accomplished in 
fifteen hours. Then it took longer to 
go from New York to the Mississippi 
River than it does today to encircle the 
globe. 

“The history of the world shows noth- 
ing equal to the physical, commercial. 
financial and moral progress of the 
United States, during the century 
which has elapsed since the death of 
Washington. 

“In laying the foundations for this 
imperial work for God and man, Wash- 
ington left a name to which generations 
yet unborn will pay homage, when all 
the monuments erected to his fame by 
a grateful country have crumbled into 
dust. He left a record, summed up in 
his own words, “to promote the happi-

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CONFERENCE OF PEOPLE'S INSTI-

W. H. Baldwin, Jr. Advocates the 
Control of Combinations: for the 
Common Good, but Opposes Re- 
strictive’ Measures—Prof. F. W. 
Taussig Speaks, 


{[A. P. EARLY A.M. REPORT.] 

NEW YORK,’ Feb. 21.—The confer- 
ence on trusts before the People’s In- 
stitute, in codjperation with the Cooper 
Union, was continued last night in the 
hall of the union when “The economic 
effects of industrial combination” 
formed the topic for discussion. 

The first speaker on the economic 
questions involved in industrial com- 
binations was W. H. Baldwin, Jr., 
president of the Long Island Railroad, 
who elucidated the meaning of the term: 
“trust.” In the first place, he said, a 
trust was a combination of capital in 
order to purchase raw material: sec- 
ondly, to pey a high rate of wages, and 
thirdly, to sell at a lower price than 
could be offered by any smaller com- 
bination of capital. That, said Bald- 
win, was the only kind of trust, Ather 
economic or political, that could survive 
public opinion or the final analysis o 
the great question of trusts. 

Baldwin drew a parallel between the 
rate of wages paid in the time of smal! 
railroads when the average was $60 « 
month, and the present rate, as certi- 
fied to by Mr. Arthur of $150 to $225 a 
month for engineers working from 
seven to eight hours a day, which lat- 
ter result, he said, was only possible 
undef the combination of railroad in- 
terests and economies of operation that 
could be brought about under ne other 
conditions. Baldwin gave it as his 
opinion that the onward current 
toward combinations could not be 
stopped, and that the aim must be to 
control the trust and to guide it along 
sO > to make it serve for the common 


Prof. F. W. Taussig of Harvard Uni- 
versity drew the distinction between 
public-service industries and industrial 
combinations, taking the ground in op- 
position to Bourke Cockran that there 
were such things as partial monopolies. 
He said that it was characteristic of 
smaller combinations that they were 
under single management and under 
the watchful eye of the man whose 
pocket was affected by the methods 
emploved. The tests of the large com- 
bination, he said, were whether they 
would survive under the hired manage- 
ment. and he contended that some of 
the alleged advantages of combinations 
on a large scale were illusory. He de- 
fended a telephone monopoly and said 
that several competing systems would 
work as great harm as if there were 
several postal systems. He said that 
cities could regulate such monopolies 
when franchises were granted. 

Prof. Taussig said that neither the 
protective tariff, railway conditions 
that gave advantages to large shippers, 
nor the reckless offering? of corporate 
privileges in some States, was to blame 
for present conditions, but that all to- 
gether were in a large measure respon- 
sible. Mere prohibition, he said, could 
accomplish nothing. He expressed a 
belief in the ultimate triumph of right 
and every effort to improve, the ma- 
chinery of government and legislation 
as the remedies that would work out 
the general welfare. 


Siberia No Great Competitor. 


BERLIN, Feb. 21.—William Mitchell 
Runker of San Francisco, who, since 
last March, has been traveling in the 
interest of the San Francisco Cham- 
ber of Commerce, is now in Berlin on 
hiseway to the United States.

HOW A GERMAN DOCTOR CURES 
THE DISORDER.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17, 1900.—Sti an- 
other cure for red nose has been an- 
nounced by a German doctor, who says 
that he has treated sixty cases of 
“copper-nose” without a single failure.

Dr. Leslie E. Keeley. who for years 
has been famous all over the civilized 
world on account of his liquor, tobacco 
and opium cure, died suddenly from an 
attack of heart disease about 7 o'clock 
yesterday morning at his home in this 
—: No. 66 West Adams street. 

or several days past Dr. Keeley had 
been suffering from a severe cold, but 
he assured his family and friends that 
his iliness was not of a serious char- 
acter. On Monday his condition was 
such that he took to his bed. Tuesday 
night. while going to the bathroom he 
fainted from dizziness, but soon re- 
vived and returned to his room without 
assistance. Yesterday morning his con- 
dition was sufficiently alarming to 
cause his family to summon Dr. West 
Hughes, but by the time the physician 
arrived the sufferer had passed beyond 
human aid. 

‘Dr. Keeley was 68 years old. For sev- 
eral years past he had been subject to 
attacks of heart failure. He was a be- 
liever in Christian Science, and had 
been under treatment by that method 
up to the time of his death. For sev- 
eral years he has been treated by mail 
from Boston, where his case was in the 
bands of one of the leaders of that cult.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

When the court of inquiry reassem- 
bled at 130 o'clock, Mrs. Ryan was 
given an opportunity to explain her 
affidavit in which she charged Capt. 
Roberts with grossly insulting conduct 
toward her on no leas than five or six 
oceasions when she called at his office 
in the Police’ Station to ask for a per- 
mit to visit female prisoners in the 
City Jail. Mayor Eaton took the initia- 
tive by asking the witness whether the 
statements in her affidavit on file with 
the Police Commission were absolutely 
true. She replied in the affirmative, 
and stated further that she made the 
affidavit voluntarily and without 
prompting by the Mayor or y one 
else, except that the Mayor ge ama 
her to go to Chief Giaes’s office and 
swear to her charges before presenting 
them to the Police Commission. 

The witness then started on a ram- 
bling explanation about a conversation 
she had had with Chief of Police Glass 
regarding Capt. Roberts's alleged mis- 
conduct. .Counse] for Capt. Roberts 
objected to the admission of such tes- 
timony on the ground that the conver- 
sation referred to did not take place 
in the presence of the defendant, hence 
it was hearsay and incompetent. The 
Mayor and several members of the 
commission were in favor of throwing 
the door wide open, with the under- 
standing that incompetent evidence 
could be stricken out before the case 
was decided. Counsel for the defense 
accepted the proposition on condition 
that the rule would work both ways, 
and that no restrictions would be 
placed on any evidence the defendant 
might offer. 

Mrs: Ryan was then permitted to 
conclude her: statement about her ex- 
periences with Capt. Roberts, Chief 
Glass and Mayor Eaton, the latter two 
of whom, she said, had always treated 
her like a lady. 

Attorney Rogers then took the wit- 
ness in hand and subjected her to a 
most unmerciful cross-examination.

Charley Yen, a Chinese laundryman, 
employed at Mariborough school, tes- 
tified that Mrs. Ryan “pulled his leg” 
to the extent.of about $42, on the pre- 
text that she would get a license for 
Charley to marry Mattie Lawson, a 
fallen white girl, in whom Mrs. Ryan 
took so much interest. Charley said 
he was single yet and that Mrs. Ryan 
had not returned any of the money, 
most of which was merely loaned to 
her. Mrs. Ryan, in her testimony, de- 
nied that she tried to get a license for 
the heathen to wed the white girl, but 
on the contrary went to the County 
Clerk’s office to warn Cupid Kutz not 
to issue any such license.

“In the French treaty the Californians 
were tnprepared to hear that the com- 
mittee had favorably acted upon it. 
There is only one line of policy for 
them ‘to follow now, and that is to 
fight jn the Senate, either to kill this 
treaty and the other one when it comes 
up, by direct vote, or postpone a vote 
upon both until after March 25, when 


The belief is that the latter method 
will be adopted as being far safer. 

It iq not generally a difficult matter 
to postpone a vote in the Senate for 
one month, even when the measure 
comes up in open, session. These trea- 
ties, like all others, will be considered 
and d@bated in secret session only, and 
as the time for these sessions is lim- 
ited, it is reasonably easy to talk any- 
thing “to death. Of course, if it shall 
be found, upon a canvass, that the 
treaties cannot command a two-thirds 
vote fim the Senate, they will be al- 
lowed> to come to a vote immediately.

Wright was exonerated from all blame 
by a coroner’s jury, who held that the 
act was committed in self-defense. - 

Wright had made a contract with one 
Frank Cline to clear the brush from a 
part of the old Walden ranch, of which 
Wright is the lessee. Cline had em- 
ployed Penna to assist in the work, 
and Penna, with his wife and family, 


ranch, living in a tent, On Saturday 
last Penna bought a demijohn of wine 
and proceeded to fill up with the liquor. 
Monday, while drunk, it is alleged that 
he got into an altercation with Cline 
and assaulted him with a jack knife, 
cutting a long gash in his coat and 
shirt. Wright went to Cline’s assist- 
ance <nd disarmed the drunken Mex- 
ican. who went away muttering threats 
against Cline and Wright. , 
He returned later, armed with a large 
knife. and threaténed to “do up” 
Wright and Cline, but went away with- 
out committing an assault. On Tues- 
day afternoon, in company with his 
wife and another Mexican, he appeared 
again, armed with a shotgun. “I'm 
going to ‘settle this thing now," said 
the drunken Mexican. “If there’s any 
blood to be shed I'm here to do the 
business."" Before the Mexican could 
earry out his threat, right sprang 
upon him and took the gun away, dis- 
charging both barrels into the air. This 
enraged Penna, who picked up a pitch- 
fork and rushed upon Wright. Wright 
grasped the muzzle of.the gun in his 
hands and struck Penna twice over the 
head with the butt of the weapon, fell- 
ing him to the ground with a fractured 
skull. The Mexican died at 3 o'clock 
yesterday morning. 
Immediately after the encounter 
Wright went to San Gabriel and gave 
himself up to Constable Sutton, who 
kept him under surveillance until after 
the inquest, which was held yesterday 
afternoon by Coroner Holland. The 
Coroner’s jury returned a verdict find- 
ihe that Penna was “struck with a 
shotgun in the hands of M. TB Wright, 
and that said M. T. Wright struck said 
Francisco Penna in self-defense, and 
we exonerate him from all blame.”

EXPERT OPINION ON WORK AT 
THE QUARRY. 


Jetty-builder Biddle Says the Har- 
bor Work is Being Done With Good 
Judgment and as Rapidly as Could 
Be Expected Under the Circum- 
stances. 


AVALON, Feb. 21.—[(Regular Corre- 
spondence.) Ernest Heldmaier, 
head of the firm constructing the free 
harbor at San Pedro, accompanied by 
Carl Leonard of Chicago, came over 
Monday. They spent the*day at Ava- 
lon, and Tuesday morning went up to 
the quarry and the Isthmus, Mr. Held- 
maier remaining at the quarry. Mr. 
Biddle is a member of the firm of Hale 
& Kern of Portiand, who are building 
the jetties at Gray’s Harbor, Wash- 
ington. Thinking the epinion of a com- 
petitor in business might be of interest 
to the public, Mr. Biddle was asked his 
opinion of the quarry and the progress 
being made. He said it would appear 
that excellent judgment had been = 
played in the work of opening the 
quarry, but the contractor on the Pa- 
cific Coast is badly handicapped by rea- 
son of the distance from any large la- 
bor market and places where supplies 
of all kinds may be had. It sometimes 
that a bit of machinery is 
wanted that cannot be had on this 
Coast, and delays of weeks often re- 
suit. Then, too, good rock for jetty 
building is very scarce. 

“We are obliged to tow our stone 150 
miles,” said Mr. Biddle, “but while the 
distance is not so great here, the qual- 
ity of the rock, so much of it being 
unfit for the work, entails a vast deal 
of labor and interferes seriously with 
the dispatch of the work. The con- 
tractors seem to be pushing the work 
with energy and good judgment. The 
public at large does not realize what a 
vast plant is required in a work of this 
magnitude, nor the many difficulties 
to be overcome. Everythiig must be 
machinery in- 
stalied and men must be trained to their 
positions. Even the government engi- 
neers do not seem to comprehead the 
situation. Few quarries can be op? 
and gotten into working shape in the 
space of one year, and it is a physical 
impossibility that the requirements ef 
@ government contract can be fulfilied 
from a new quarry during the first 
year in most cases. We have now been 
two years at work on our contract, and 
have but just got things in shape for 
best results. I admired the thorough- 
ness of the appointments at the quarry 
and the arrangement of details, oa 
they have accomplished as much 
could reasonably be expected in the 
limited time they have been at work.”
